COUNCIL TAX 
RISES ABOVE 
INFLATION 

Des pite the recession, average home will p ay £33 more 


COUNCIL tax is set to rise 
by nearly three per cent in 
the next financial year. 

The hike was revealed by Medway 
Council as part of the authority’s draft 
budget plans for 2010-11. 

It would see the council tax bill for 
an average band ‘D’ property jump 
from £1,092 to £1,125 - up £33. 

Council bosses said this figure was 
still £120 lower than those paid by 
homeowners living in similar homes 
in neighbouring KCC boundaries and 
among the lowest unitary authority 
taxes in the country. 

Finance boss Alan Jarrett said the

council was facing “some pain” as a 
result of caps on increasing tax, a lack 
of Government funding and increased 
need for cost-cutting. 

“We provide a huge range of servic¬ 
es for residents and have to do this on 
a lot less money than similar coun¬ 
cils,” he said. 

“These services include schools, 
social services, waste collection, hous¬ 
ing and maintenance of roads, as well 
as regeneration. 

“Medway is rated as providing good 
value for money year after year, and 


was rated as performing well in its 
comprehensive area assessment this 
year. 

“But when it comes to organising 
our budget for the next financial year 
we are always expected to do this with 
much less money than similar sized 
councils. 

“Medway is a growing area in tran¬ 
sition and this should be reflected in 
the amount it has available from its 
total formula grant. This would 
ensure our area adapts as the whole of 
the Thames Gateway grows.” 

Medway will receive a total formula 
grant of just over £85 million, equat-

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MP to appeal 
over claims bill 
for £11,000

PAUL Clark has been 
asked to repay £11,000 of 
taxpayers’ money - cash he 
claimed for his second 
home. 

The Gillingham and Rainham MP 
was recommended to hand back the 
sum by Sir Thomas Legg, who car¬ 
ried out an in-depth audit of all MPs’ 
ACA payments, also known as the 
second home allowance. 

Mr Clark said the request was due 
to a clerical error on his part and 
that he had already appealed 
against the decision. 

He said: “This is simply an over¬ 
sight on my part. 

“Sir Thomas wrote to me in a letter 
dated December 8 and as it was the 
run-up to Christmas I failed to read 
it carefully. 

“The letter asked for information 
in respect to my 2008/09 mortgage 
interest claims. 

“By the time I realised what the let¬ 
ter was asking for, the deadline for 
providing the evidence of my claims 
had gone. 

“Technically, Sir Thomas had no 
choice but to publish in his report a 
recommendation that I repay the 
sum of more than £11,000. 

“I have now provided the evidence 
that Sir Thomas requested and I am 
sure this will be sufficient as the evi¬ 
dence I have provided for every other 
year has been accepted.” 

Sir Thomas’ audit also recom¬ 
mended that Mr Clark repay an 
additional £164.94, after claiming 
£549.95 for a new washing machine 
in October 2004, above the guideline 
price of £385. 

Mr Clark said he had already 
repaid this amount. 

Medway MP Bob Marshall- 
Andrews was urged to repay a £231 
council tax overpayment in 2007/08,

which he has already done, while 
Chatham and Aylesford MP 
Jonathan Shaw was found to have 
“no ACA issues”. 

Sir Thomas’s 243-page report into 
ACA payments lambasts the entire 
second home allowance system. 

He wrote: “The rules were vague, 
and MPs themselves self-certifying 
as to the propriety of their use of the 
allowance. 

“Taken with the prevailing lack of 
transparency and the ‘culture of def¬ 
erence’, this meant the Fees Office’s 
decisions lacked legitimacy.” 

Sir Thomas has urged MPs to 
repay £l.lm between them. 

More than half of Parliament’s 75s 
MPs were asked to make a repay¬ 
ment. Three have been asked to 
repay sums of more than £40,000, 
the highest being £65,000. 

A further 56 have been recom¬ 
mended to pay between £5,000 and 
£40,000.

Fatal stabbing charge 
woman on remand 

A WOMAN has appeared in court 
charged with stabbing a pensioner to 
death. 

Kim Albone, 39, of Luton Road, 
Chatham, went before Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday, February 5 
accused of murdering 66-year-old 
Antoine Denis. 

Mr Denis was found at his flat in 
Copperfield House, New Road, 
Chatham, on the evening of Saturday, 
January 9. He had been killed by a 
single stab wound. 

Albone was remanded in custody 
until her next court hearing on 
Thursday, April 22. Her trial will pro¬ 
visionally begin on Monday, July 26.

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Hundreds say farewell 
to hit-and-run victim

HUNDREDS of family and friends 
have paid their final respects to the 
father-of-five who was killed in a 
hit-and-run incident just days after 
Christmas. 

The funeral of Jack Treeby, 43, from 
Rainham, was held at 10.30am on Monday at 
St Peter’s Church in Bredhurst. 

His coffin was taken to the church in a horse 
drawn carriage and was followed by eight black 
limousines and seven flat bed lorries, each car¬ 
rying huge floral tributes thought to be worth 
thousands of pounds. 

The flower arrangements included a bench 
press, tractor, forklift truck, a train and a large 
photo of Mr Treeby with the words ‘My brother 
Jack’. 

The funeral party then travelled to Chatham 
Cemetery in Maidstone Road. 

Police were on scene to manage the large con¬ 
voy of cars. 

Speaking shortly after the Mr Treeby’s death, 
wife Karen said he worshipped her and their 
children. 

She said: “He did not deserve what happened 
to him. I feel like my heart has been ripped 
open. 

‘We have been robbed of a wonderful, caring 
man who will live in our hearts forever.” 

Several family members who were not pres¬ 
ent at the funeral included one of the victim’s 
brothers, Bill Treeby, 49, Bill’s wife Charity, 50, 


and their sons Billy, 29, and George, 22. The 
four, all of Queen Street, Paddock Wood, have 
been charged with Mr Treeby’s murder. The 
sons have also been charged with the attempt¬ 
ed murder of their other uncle, Gary Treeby. 

The tragedy took place at 7pm on December 
27, when Jack Treeby was crushed beneath the 
wheels of a Range Rover that sped towards him 
in Quarry Road, Tovil, in Maidstone. 

Gary Treeby, 39, was also hit by the vehicle 
and suffered life-threatening injuries, exacer¬ 
bated by the gunshot wounds he also received. 
It is thought he has now recovered. 


The deceased’s son - also called Jack - suf¬ 
fered minor injuries when he was clipped by 
the 4x4 as it sped away. 

Police believe they may have recovered the 
vehicle used in the attack, burnt out in Tong 
Lane, Lamberhurst, Tunbridge Wells. 

A forensic examination of the car showed the 
remains of a firearm and ammunition inside 
the vehicle. 

Inquiries are ongoing. 

The four charged relatives are expected to 
enter a plea at Maidstone Crown Court on 
April 9.

Jailed for attack 
on teenage boy 

A THUG has been jailed for three years 
after smashing a porcelain cup into a 
teenage schoolboy’s face. 

Aaron Hopkins, of Tennyson Avenue, 
Cliffe, was sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday, January 29, 
after pleading guilty to a charge of griev¬ 
ous bodily harm. 

The court heard how Hopkins, 20, 
attacked his 14-year-old victim at a Cliffe 
house in the early hours of Sunday, 
August 9, after an argument turned vio¬ 
lent. 

Hopkins armed himself with a cup 
before hitting the youngster in the face, 
leaving him with a deep cut. 

Following sentencing Detective 
Constable Clare Gibson said: “Hopkins 
showed a clear intent on causing an 
injury by threatening the victim and pro¬ 
ceeding to hit him with force using a 
makeshift weapon. 

“The injury sustained was serious and 
may leave permanent scarring. 

“We are pleased that the judge has 
recognised the severity of the incident 
and hope this sentence demonstrates 
that Kent police in Medway will not tol¬ 
erate violent incidents of this nature.” 


Medway 'pays

ing to £329 per person. 

Council bosses argue that the 
funding system is flawed, with sim¬ 
ilar-sized authorities receiving 
more money than Medway. 

A spokesman said: “Derby City 
Council has 20,000 fewer residents 
than Medway, but will get nearly 
£25 million more in its total formu¬ 
la grant from the Government, or 
more than £459 per person. 

“Equally, Brighton and Hove, 
which has 4,000 fewer residents 
than Medway, will receive about 
£24 million extra, or a total of £429 
a head. 

“Perversely, as part of the formu¬ 
la, Medway actually loses some of 
its grant entitlement to councils 
such as Brighton and Hove to 
enable them to continue to receive 
a minimum level of increase. 

“This mechanism, known as ‘floor 
damping’, takes £4.3m away from 
Medway annually.” 

The council’s total budget 
requirement for the next financial 
year stands at just under £379 mil¬ 
lion. 

The budget will be discussed by 
cabinet members on Tuesday, and 
by the full council on Thursday, 
February 25.

A HOSPITAL in the middle of the 
Afghan desert under constant 
threat from the Taliban is a far cry 
from the usual day-to-day work of a 
GP. 

But Colonel Peter Gilbert, from the 
Thorndike surgery in Rochester, has just 
returned from leading a team of 200 medical 
staff at the main hospital in Camp Bastion, 
saving the lives of injured soldiers serving on 
the frontline. The 51-year-old, who is the com¬ 
manding officer for the Territorial Army’s 256 
City of London field hospital, spoke about his 
inspiring team and the shocking injuries seen 
on a daily basis. 

“If you imagine in the UK a very serious car 
accident and the kind of injuries inflicted, well 
the average person working for the NHS will 
only see this perhaps once a year,” he said. 

“In Camp Bastion these kinds of injuries, 
caused by bombs and improvised explosive 
devices (IEDs), are all centred in one place, so 
you have to get used to seeing it. All the people 
in Helmand province - soldiers from Britain, 
America, Denmark as well as Afghan security 
- are all brought to Camp Bastion for treat¬ 
ment. 

“Some of the injuries were very unpleasant to 
see and could be quite a shock, but the training 
we had before we went was to make sure 
eveiyone was ready to cope with it.” 

Col Gilbert, who was away for three-and-a- 


half months, said he had seen his fair share of 
horrific cases. The hospital dealt with the five 
men who were killed by a rogue Afghan police¬ 
man in November. Col Gilbert said: “Five were 
killed and quite a few were injured, so my team 
had to make sure they lived. I’ve been praised 
for saving those lives, but it was my team - 
they were inspiring.” 

Another tragic case was the death of bomb 
disposal expert Captain Dan Read, who was 
bom and raised in Medway. The 31-year-old 
was treated at the hospital in October, when 
shrapnel ripped into his shoulder. He recovered 


from his injuries and returned to his duties, 
but was later killed defusing a roadside bomb. 

Col Gilbert said: “He was in the Camp 
Bastion hospital and the nurses got to know 
him well. They were devastated when they 
heard what had happened.” 

Col Gilbert is now back on British soil and 
will return to his surgery next month. 

“The Americans on the team are doing a six- 
month tour, so they are still in Afghanistan. It 
was strange leaving them behind. The Scottish 
TA has taken over our job now, but I still feel 
like part of me is out there,” he said.

MORE than 170 fundraisers braved sub-zero 
conditions to take part in a charity sleep-out. 

The eighth annual event saw the volunteers 
once again swap their beds for cardboard boxes, 
raising awareness of the plight of the homeless. 

Men and women huddled together outside Mhs 
Homes’ Chatham Maritime headquarters from 
9pm until 6am the following day. 

More than £19,000 was raised for Caring 
Hands in the Community and the British Heart 
Foundation. Mhs Homes chief executive Ashley 
Hook said: “The evening was a tremendous suc¬ 
cess, not just because of the amount raised but 
because the whole community was pulling 


together. Curry was donated and served by 
Medway Gurudwara and Nacro. We had cakes 
donated by residents, staff and neighbours who 
simply wanted to do something to help. 

“Then there were the boxes, logs, materials and 
other supplies to help everyone keep warm, 
donated by a long list of local firms kind enough 
to help us out.” 

Caring Hands in the Community’s centre man¬ 
ager Marti Brogan said: ‘When you’re homeless 
you may feel helpless, but a community like 
Medway will never leave people hopeless. 

“That’s what it’s all about, caring for and sup¬ 
porting people who are less advantaged.”

All over bar the 
shouting in Gils 
comedy release

A COMEDY film about a group of 
travelling Gillingham FC sup¬ 
porters hits cinema screens across 
the country next month. 

The Shouting Men, which was shot mostly 
at locations throughout Kent and features a 
cameo by chairman Paul Scally, will pre¬ 
miere in London just days before its nation¬ 
wide release on March 5. 

Producer Warren Llambias - son of 
Newcastle United managing director Derek 
- said he was confident the film would be a 
success. He said: “It’s funny and I promise 
you it will make people laugh a lot. It’s 
proven popular with test audiences and I 
think it’ll go down well, I really do. 

“I don’t imagine we’ll be up for any Baftas, 
but I think it’s a great little popcorn film that 
people will come out from saying they had a 
really good time. Comedy films don’t receive 
cinema releases if they’re not funny. 

“To get to where we have with our first 
film, and on a budget of only £500,000, is a 
real achievement and we’re delighted.” 

The Shouting Men, which also features 
cameos by England football legends John 
Barnes and Peter Beardsley, is about a group 
of Gillingham fans who travel to watch their 
team play Newcastle United in the FA Cup. 

However, their trip north goes pear-shaped 
when they abandon a wheelchair-bound 
accomplice - or a closet football hooligan - 
who then complains about his treatment to 
the national press. 

Mr Llambias, who plays one of the Gills 
fans, said he wanted the film to encapsulate 
the types of supporters found at lower-league 
football grounds. 

He said: ‘We needed to pick a club that has 
to fight. When you walk around Medway you 
see more people wearing Tottenham, Arsenal 
and Man United colours than you do 
Gillingham shirts. A small club like that has

to fight to get its supporters, and that’s some¬ 
thing we really wanted to dip into. 

“I think there’s also a special type of cama¬ 
raderie between the supporters of teams like 
Gillingham, and any lower league fan should 
be able to recognise that in the film. 

“I wasn’t a Gills supporter before we began 
shooting but I’ve become quite attached to 
the club over the months. 

“I’m sure some supporters will remember a 
couple of years ago when we first came down 
here to pick their brains about what it was 
like to be a Gills fan.” 

Filming for the comedy, which stars former 
Lovejoy actor Dudley Sutton and ex- 
EastEnder Craig Fairbrass, was completed 
at Newcastle’s St James’ Park in late 2008. 

Other locations included Gillingham’s 
Priestfield Stadium, the University of 
Greenwich at Chatham, and the Inn on the 
Lake hotel in Gravesend. 

Mr Llambias admits a spanner was thrown 
into the works when Gillingham were pro¬ 
moted from League Two last season and 
Newcastle were relegated from the 
Premiership, thus making the “David versus 
Goliath” story less prominent. 

He said: “It was really frustrating and we 
did talk about maybe going back and chang¬ 
ing some of the dialogue. But we decided that 
Newcastle are still a huge club and will prob¬ 
ably be back in the Premiership next year 
anyway.” 



Heart attack fraud claims 


A FRAUDSTER who claimed more than 
£1,500 in incapacity benefits while working 
as a mechanic has been sentenced. 

Adrian Fulkes, of Keating Close, Rochester, 
began claiming benefits in June, 2008, after 
a heart attack. He used the condition to 
claim nearly £4,000 in incapacity, council tax 
and housing benefits. But investigations by 
Medway Council’s benefits team found the 
48-year-old’s heart attack had not affected 
him as much as he let on. 

A month after the attack, Fulkes started 
work repairing quad-bikes and 4x4s, and giv¬ 
ing safety talks. His employer paid him a 
total of £4,460 between July and December, 
2008. He appeared before Medway magis¬ 
trates on January 18, where he pleaded 
guilty to a range of benefits offences. 

He was sentenced to 150 hours’ unpaid 
work, ordered to pay £150 costs and repay 
overpayments of £3,798.52.

A CHARITY supporting 
Kent’s victims of rape and 
sexual violence has secured 
funding for Britain’s first- 
ever children’s independent 
advisor. 

The new position means young peo¬ 
ple who have suffered abuse at the 
hands of rapists and paedophiles can 
access specialist, confidential support 
solely for youngsters. 

Gravesend-based Family Matters 
was able to make the provision thanks 
to a grant of £64,000 from the Equa¬ 
lities and Human Rights Commission. 

Malcolm Gilbert, operations director 
at the charity, said the new Young 
Person’s Independent Sexual Violence 
Advisor (YP-ISVA) was vital. 

He said. “Of the 200 rape victims we 
see, a quarter are aged 12 to 16. 

“By offering this help we are filling a 
gap which has never been done before 
for children.” 

Mr Gilbert added that as well as

being awarded the grant, the partner¬ 
ship between Family Matters, the 
Crown Prosecution Service and Kent 
Police through the Kent Criminal 
Justice Board had made real changes to 
victim support. 

The organisations are also working 
with the UK Border Agency to help 
deal with young girls who have been 
trafficked for the sex trade. 

Rebecca Masey, who has taken on 
the YP-ISVA position, will offer tai¬ 
lored support to children and young 
people who have suffered rape or sex¬ 
ual abuse and act as a gateway to the 
charity’s therapy service. 

Risk assessments will take place to 
ensure further victimisation is 
stopped. The focus will be on hard-to- 
reach groups and youngsters less like¬ 
ly to come forward for help. Close fam¬ 
ily members of victims will also receive 
support. 

Deputy Chief Constable Adrian 


Leppard, who chairs the Kent 
Criminal Justice Board, said he was 
sure that the specialist service would 
also help secure convictions. 

“Through this role, vulnerable and 
emotionally-scarred children will get 
more of the help and support they 
need and deserve,” he said. 

One person who knows only too well 
the need for services like Family 
Matters is 24-year-old Sarah (not her 
real name). 

Last August she was raped by two 
men after her drink was spiked. 
Speaking about her ordeal to KOS 
Media, she said she would not have 
been able to cope had it not been for 
the Adults’ Independent Sexual 
Violence Advisor. 

“It’s important children are helped 
too,” she said. “I wouldn’t have been 
able to get through this without the 
counselling. 

“I would just say to anybody, don’t 
hide it. Come forward and get help.”

Artefacts saved as fire museum made homeless 


THE Kent fire service museum urgent¬ 
ly needs a new home. 

Fire chiefs have reluctantly been 
forced to move it from their Maidstone 
headquarters and are now hunting for a 
new location to house the collection. 

Fire service historian Roger Mardon, 
from Canterbury, said he was sad about 
the closure but delighted his campaign 
to keep the collection together had been 
successful. 

He said: “In my view, the museum 
should preferably be maintained at 
service headquarters, but if that were 
not to be it is important to preserve the 
collection intact. 


“There was unanimous support [at 
the Kent Fire and Rescue Authority’s 
planning and performance committee] 
for the principle of keeping the collec¬ 
tion together. 

“A project team, including representa¬ 
tives of the interested parties, is to be 
established to develop plans for a virtu¬ 
al [online] museum and for rehousing 
the artefacts. 

“Committee chairman Keith Ferrin 
made it clear it was not the intention to 
close the existing museum straight 
away and he undertook that everything 
possible would be done to rehouse the 
collection in one place. 


“While it is disappointing the muse¬ 
um will have to move, I am encouraged 
by the support for keeping the collection 
together. Every effort must be made to 
find somewhere this can be done.” 

The museum opens one day a week 
and includes artefacts including videos 
of fire, photographs and a hollowed-out 
tree trunk used as a water main. 

A fire service spokesman said: ‘We 
have teams of staff who need to be locat¬ 
ed at our HQ to run the service and we 
do not have room to house them. 

“This means we have to look at all 
options and freeing up space taken up 
by the museum has to be considered.”

Tell us a bit about yourself 

My name is Robin Smith and I am a 
recently retired architectural assistant. 

What sparked your interest in birds and wildlife?

How did you become involved with the RSPB? 


A I went along to a few meetings of the 
Medway RSPB group and one night they 
put out a plea for someone to take on the role 
of membership secretary I put my hand up 
and 25 years later I’m still a committee mem¬ 
ber.

What does the Medway branch of the RSPB do? 


Q 


What has been your biggest challenge? 


A I first became aware of the fact that we 
were despoiling our environment during 
the sixties. It was later, however, on a camping 
holiday in France that wildlife experts helped 
spark an interest in birds, flowers and nature. 


A The main purpose of the network of local 
groups is to support the main national 
RSPB by raising money, recruiting new mem¬ 
bers and by raising awareness of the aims of 
the organisation. 

We do this by attending local fetes, fairs and 
events. We are not generally a ‘hands on’ group 
but some of our members do help out with 
manual work at the local reserves. 


A Most people are pretty sympathetic to the 
work of the RSPB. I suppose the hardest 
thing to get across is the extent of decline 
being experienced by some bird species. What 
were once very common birds just 20 or 30 
years ago are now in severe decline as a result 
of habitat destruction, climate change, popula¬ 
tion pressures, development and modem agri¬ 
cultural practices. 

The other main challenge is getting people to 
appreciate the very real threat of climate 
change against a backdrop of negative infor¬ 
mation being peddled by other groups with 
vested interests. It is in the interests of big 
business to play down this threat as any miti¬ 
gation action could impinge upon their profit. 

Q Just how severe would a potential estuary airport be for 
the local ecosystems and bird populations? 

A The airport would damage or destroy huge 
areas of legally protected habitat. In addi¬ 
tion to direct environmental destmction, a 
new airport would exacerbate climate change, 
which remains the greatest threat to biodiver¬ 
sity. As well as environmental damage there 
could be significant risk of bird strike as the 
Thames Estuary is a hub for thousands of 
migrant birds. 

Even with an aggressive bird hazard man¬ 
agement programme, the bird strike hazard 
would be up to 12 times higher than any other 
major UK airport. 


A What advice would you give to people who want to take 
Hup bird watching or conservation efforts? 

A Go out and join an organisation such as the 
RSPB. Our group offers a programme of 
illustrated monthly lectures by top wildlife 
photographers and guided walks every two 
weeks to local reserves and sites. We also run 
two coach trips a year to sites further afield. 
Organisations such as the Kent Wildlife Trust 
and various other specialist societies cater for 
bats, mammals, badgers and plants. 

Q What can people do in and around their own homes to 
encourage birdlife and wildlife in general? 

A Start by providing the things that birds 
need such as food, water and safe habitat. 
A birdbath, a seed feeder and the planting of a 
few shrubs can all make a difference. If you do 
start to feed birds then make sure that you 
continue and feed every day on a regular basis.

Any filial comments? 


A There are many other organisations to 
which I belong but what I admire about the 
RSPB is that a large percentage of its income 
goes directly towards the creation of reserves. 
To have these protected areas not only helps 
birds but all wildlife and also creates an envi¬ 
ronment where people can interact with 
nature. 

Whilst I am a supporter of the RSPB I am 
not employed by them so the views expressed 
are purely mine as an individual.

Council undertakes to mend 
a hole load of road repairs 

REPAIRS to potholes caused by the big freeze 
are underway. 

Council chiefs are working with contractor 
Volker Highways and two sub contractors in 
an attempt to patch up the badly damaged 
road network. 

Inspectors have dealt with more than 250 
sites during on-the-spot examinations but face 
an uphill battle to fix Medway’s major and 
minor roads. 

More than 1,500 separate pothole com¬ 
plaints have been logged and prioritised by 
council chiefs, with the deepest and most haz¬ 
ardous being filled first.

A ROCHESTER student is launching a 
campaign to create the world’s largest 
crochet blanket.

Refugee becomes colege's 
award-winning student

MORE than 70 former students 
received awards at a celebrity- 
styled ceremony last month. 

The alumni of MidKent College were treat¬ 
ed to a red carpet affair where they enjoyed 
drinks and canapes.

At various points, she had to work overnight 
shifts at the care home whilst studying 
throughout the day at college, as well as cope 
with the serious threat of becoming homeless. 

Despite this, she maintained incredible com¬ 
mitment to her studies and eventually 
achieved the highest possible grades for her 
course - three distinctions.

The former MidKent student is now study¬ 
ing for a degree in physiotherapy at universi¬ 
ty.

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Homes should cash in by generating their own electricity 


DEMAND for solar panels is set to 
soar after the Government annou¬ 
nced a support scheme allowing 
householders to make an income 
from generating their own power, a 
renewable-energy researcher has 
predicted, writes Jenna Pudelek. 

Kent Green Party member Steve 
Plater said he was planning to 
install a photovoltaic (PV) system on 
the roof of his Sevenoaks home that 
will convert solar radiation into 
enough electricity to meet three- 
quarters of his needs and save about 
£500 a year in energy bills. 

Energy and climate change secre¬ 
tary Ed Miliband unveiled the new 
scheme this week; it will see ‘feed-in 
tariffs’ (FITs) paid to people, com¬ 


munities and businesses who gener¬ 
ate electricity from solar panels, 
wind turbines or other renewable 
sources. 

PV panels on household roofs will 
get a higher feed-in tariff and all will 
be up-rated with inflation each year. 

Mr Plater said that after his system 
was installed he would make about 
£1,000 a year in payments as a result. 

“Anyone who has got money sitting 
in a building society account would 
get a much better return by invest¬ 
ing it in solar electricity,” he said. 

The Government said the sector 
would supply two per cent of the 
UK’s electricity by 2020. 

However, the Conservative Party 
and environmental campaigners 


have said the announcement lacks 
ambition. 

Shadow energy and climate 
change secretary Greg Clark, the 
MP for Tunbridge Wells, said: “FITs 
are essential to allow decentralised 
energy to play a major role in our 
energy mix, but Labour’s proposals 
lack ambition. 

“Ministers should have been bold¬ 
er with this scheme so more jobs 
could have been created and greater 
emissions reductions achieved.” 

Mr Plater, who gives talks about 
microgeneration of renewable ener¬ 
gy across Kent, said: “It is really not 
ambitious enough - Germany 
already generates two per cent of its 
electricity from solar. 


“The key point about renewable 
energy and energy efficiency is they 
go together and you can deploy them 
in hundreds of thousands of places 
very quickly. 

“It is much quicker than building 
huge power stations - nuclear or 
coal takes years and years and they 
are not going to help us achieve 
climate-change targets by 2020. 

“And we are the last major country 
in Europe to bring FITs in. Germany 
has had one since 2000.” 

However, Mr Plater thought that 
FITs would make renewable energy 
systems such as PV panels more 
attractive to householders. 

“There are other reasons people 
want it, but clearly money is an 


important driver - being able to 
finance it matters and also feeling 
independent from energy companies. 

“If you can generate three-quarters 
of electricity from your own roof you 
largely escape future price rises.” 

Initial installation costs were high, 
with panels costing £5,000 per kilo¬ 
watt of capacity, he said. 

People can receive grants from the 
Energy Saving Trust’s low-carbon 
building scheme, but only until 
March this year. However, with the 
feed-in tariff income, and saving on 
electricity bills, it makes an attrac¬ 
tive tax-free return on investment of 
eight to 10 per cent, which is better 
than most forms of savings account, 
the Kent Green Party said.

FANTASTIC story this week about 
MP Derek Wyatt who has launched 
the iPhone* app to let his con¬ 
stituents stay in touch with him. 

For those of you unfamiliar with the techno¬ 
logical wizardry, it means simply that using 
your iPhone* (you all have one don’t you?) you 
can contact Sittingboume’s Mr Wyatt and 
interact anytime. 

I admire Mr Wyatt (or ‘two pork pies and a 
Scotch egg 1 as he’s affectionately known after 
the expenses debacle) for taking up the chal¬ 
lenge of bringing new tech to the masses and I 
honestly wish him well in his quest to engage 
even more closely with his constituents. 

Unfortunately I forecast a rush to the Apple 
Store by the 10-or-so constituency nutters - 
that plague every MP - so that they can back 
up their weekly letters to Mr Wyatt. 

Even the biggest Luddite must have heard 
of the Apple app? If you believe the ads on telly 
the iPhone* can be made to do anything and 


ably an app that tells you how to make the 
perfect cuppa (and probably some information 
about blending). 

But times really are a changin’ and our MPs 
will do anything to get down with the kids and 
interact. Whether they are Twittering (er, anoth¬ 
er social network craze for those too lazy to write 
more than 20 words at a time) to guesting on 
any TV show which claims viewers under 25. 

There is a part of me, a very small part, that 
believes MPs really do wish to make the world 
a better place and to give a voice to their con¬ 
stituents no matter how marginalised. 

Mr Wyatt (who already runs a good website) 
said: “I certainly hope that now people know it 
can be done, and that citizens want to engage 
in this way, my colleagues at home and abroad 
take this idea and make it even better for their 
constituents.” 

The app was written by public sector digital 
agency, Public Zone, and is available free of 
charge from the Apple iTunes store. 

Public Zone intends to roll out the MyMP 


app, which also integrates with Google Maps, 
to other MPs this month. 

I wish Mr Wyatt well but I foresee a slight 
problem with his fellow MPs. 

Modem technology is pretty damn clever. 
The iPhone* is a very smart piece of kit. But 
because of their GPS abilities and the marvel 
of Google Maps (from satellite pictures right 
down to a picture of your front garden just 
from a postcode), the iPhone* can tell you 
exactly where you are. Oh yes, and it can tell 
everyone else exactly where you are. 

Brilliant for parents who want to watch their 
kids (but who’d tmst them with a 500 quid 
phone?) but not perhaps for your average MP. 

Do they really want people to know exactly 
where they are every minute of the day? 

I suspect not, far too risky... though I guess 
they could always leave their iPhone* in the 
House of Commons on answerphone while 
they slipped off to do other things. 

* Other smartphones are cheaper: Google 
Nexus, Nokia N900, HTC Hero but they haven’t 
the hype (or such a successful App Store).

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Health experts alarmed 
by huge increase in STls 



CHECK-UP: Medway's GUM department offers a walk-in service for anyone concerned about their sexual health

A SEXUAL health pandemic is 
spreading across Medway - with 
the number of cases of chlamydia, 
herpes and genital warts more 
than doubling in the past two 
years. 

Hospital bosses have released new figures 
that show a huge rise in sexual transmitted 
infections from 2006 to 2008. 

The number of cases of chlamydia in 
patients aged between 16 and 24 shot up 
from 228 to 361 - an increase of 69 per cent. 

Genital warts went up from 204 cases to 
293 - a rise of 60 per cent and herpes leapt 
from 62 to 86 during the same period. 

The 16-24 age bracket is not the only at-risk 
group, with figures showing an 83 per cent 
rise in the number of 45 to 70-year-olds who 
have been diagnosed with chlamydia 
between 2006 and 2008. 

Medway Maritime Hospital’s GUM clinic 
consultant Dr Chula Wijesurendra said: 
“We’ve seen a marked increase in the number 
of people from the Medway and Swale areas 
being diagnosed with sexually transmitted 
infections. Last year alone there were more 
than 10,000 attendances at our department. 

‘While it is good news that people are get¬ 
ting checked and treated, it is a little alarm¬ 
ing as it means there are still many people 


taking risks with their sexual health. 

“Be safe. This means using contraception 
when having sex such as a condom or barrier 
protection, but also getting yourself tested if 
you have put yourself at risk. 

“This prevents infections from being inad¬ 
vertently passed on to another partner and 
can prevent any future complications. Left 
untreated, chlamydia can cause infertility. 

“Here at Medway we offer a walk-in service 
so that we can see and treat as many people 


as possible - you do not need a referral from 
your doctor. 

“I urge anyone who has any concerns about 
their sexual health, no matter how small, to 
come in and discuss them with us.” 

The service is available between 9am and 
4pm at Medway Maritime Hospital’s Genito 
Urinary Medicine department, level three, 
green zone.

Feed-in tariffs will save 
money and benefit us all 

Kent Green Party welcomes feed-in tariffs 
for small-scale renewable energy, announced 
by the Government on Monday, Februaiy 1. 

The Green Party has long campaigned for 
a feed-in tariff, which has been used 
successfully in other countries to boost 
microgeneration of renewable energy. 

The new UK feed-in tariff provides a long¬ 
term guaranteed price for all electricity that 
is generated, even if the electricity is used 
by the householder. An extra tariff is paid 
for electricity fed into the grid. 

The feed-in tariff income and saving on 
electricity purchased yields an attractive 
tax-free return on investment of about eight 
to ten per cent, better than most forms of 
savings account. 

This paves the way for photovoltaic 
systems to be installed. I had my system 
installed on Friday, January 29. 

The panels have already generated 20 
units of electricity, even in the weak January 
sunshine. The system will generate 60 per 
cent of the electricity we use. The feed-in 
tariff will provide an income of about £1,000 
a year and reduce our electricity bill by a 
further £17. The whole system was installed 
and commissioned in a couple of days.

Installing PV systems, for example, creates 
jobs for roofers, scaffolders, electricians and 
project managers.

WHEN grime star Lady Sovereign 
entered the Big Brother house last 
month she left her ‘queen of UK 
hip hop’ title and arguably her 
credibility at the door.

Two for price of one as 
Cera tackles double role

YOUTH In Revolt stars one of 
Hollywood’s up-and-coming stars 
in Michael Cera, who’s made his 
name through a string of geeky 
roles in Juno, Superbad and last 
year’s Nick And Norah’s Infinite 
Playlist. 

At 21, Cera is no newcomer to the big screen 
- he’s been acting since he was nine - but it 
was his role as High School student father 
Paulie Bleeker in Juno that made critics take 
notice. He was even nominated last year for 
the Bafta Orange Rising Star Award. 

In Youth In Revolt, he plays strait-laced teen 
Nick Twisp, who has a taste for the finer 
things in life like Sinatra and Fellini. 

On a family holiday, he falls for free-spirited 
Sheeni who eggs him on to create a rebellious 
French alter ego: Francois. Sporting a mous¬ 
tache and smoking, Francois takes Nick in an 
outrageous new direction, as he tries to win 
Sheeni’s love. 

Canadian Cera had long been a fan of author 
C.D. Payne, who wrote the book Youth In 
Revolt: The Journals Of Nick Twisp, on which 
the film is based, and was signed up to the 
project before Juno and Superbad even hit our 
screens.

When Nick meets Sheeni, he’s feeling com¬ 
pletely disillusioned about his mundane exis¬ 
tence. Cera explains: “Nick doesn’t have a 
great home life. His parents are divorced, his 
mother has an idiot boyfriend and his life is 
stagnant. He meets this girl who blows his 
mind and he feels he has to hang on to her.” 

Cera reportedly split from his actress girl¬ 
friend Charlyne Yi last summer after they co- 


starred in indie project Paper Heart. He says 
he can relate to the ‘torment’ Nick suffers 
through his love for the mysterious Sheeni. 

‘You never know what she feels about you or 
what she’s really thinking. She’s such a puzzle. 
That’s really what I loved about the character. 
She’s so well-depicted in the book.” 

Despite having to play two very different 
characters in the same film, Cera insists he 
didn’t find this difficult. In fact, he loved the 
opportunity to play a naughty version of Nick. 

“It was just a lot of fun to play. I wouldn’t say 
it was hard, except for the technical tricks of it.

TENERIFE is known as 
a tourist hot spot sullied 
by over-development and 
bad behaviour by visitors. 

The island, however, wants a 
new reputation to lure discerning 
travellers to its sun-kissed shores. 

The largest of the Canary 
Islands off the coast of north-west 
Africa, this Spanish isle has a 
temperate climate year round, 
rivalling destinations like Dubai 
and The Gambia for weather, with 
shorter flights from Britain. 

A smattering of exclusive hotels 
is emerging on the west coast, far 
from the all-night partying of 
Playa de las Americas and neigh¬ 
bouring Los Cristianos, where 
apartments go so far inland they 
swamp the surrounding hills. 

Away from all that is the five- 
star Sensatori Resort on the out¬ 
skirts of the village of Alcala, fur¬ 
ther up the coast, around 10 min¬ 
utes’ drive from the dramatic 
cliffs of Los Gigantes in the west. 

It’s here that I discovered a true 
taste of paradise, taking in the 
stunning 260m infinity pool, the 
largest in Europe, the shimmer¬ 
ing Atlantic and the neighbouring 
island of La Gomera. 

At Sensatori, the stunning 
rooms, marble flooring, sparkling 
chandeliers, fountains, designer 
decor and dramatic sculptures 
can take your breath away. 


Bag a villa in its Red Level area 
and you get a butler and private 
pool within your tropical garden, 
and an outdoor double bed under 
a thatched canopy. 

At the Sensatori’s Michelin- 
starred Calima restaurant, where 
chef Dani Garcia is a bit of a 
celebrity, our 12-course taster 
menu began with delicious dry-ice 
cocktails and included delicacies 
such as foie gras, oysters and truf¬ 
fle cake, accompanied by fine 
wines, some produced locally. 

But it’s not only the hotels that 
are falling over backwards to 
spruce up this island. 

Last year, Siam Park, a water 
park, opened in the south, boast¬ 
ing the biggest artificial waves in 
the world at nearly 10ft high. Its 
surrounding beach is created with 
tons of silky white sand imported 
from Portugal. 

We hired a private cabana with¬ 
in the park, with its own balcony 
overlooking the wave pool, to 
allow us the luxury of a safe TV, 
DVD and Wi-Fi connection, plus 
mini-bar, comfortable loungers 
and an outside shower. If you 
want a similar package for four, 
including entrance, fast-track 
queuing and limited all-inclusive 
deal in restaurants and bars, it 
costs a cool 400 euros (£360). 

Ecological measures are also 
being stepped up to save what is 
left of Tenerife’s natural beauty. 

Nearly a decade ago, virtually 
anyone could - and did - take a 
boat from Los Cristianos to watch 
whales and dolphins. Many 


beautiful creatures were sur¬ 
rounded by boats, with tourists 
happily snapping away. 

Under new rules, boats must be 
licensed and are carefully moni¬ 
tored to stop whales and dolphins 
from becoming distressed. The 
marine guide on our charter said 
that this had driven away 
unscrupulous operators and 


improved the whales’ breeding 
cycles. 

Tenerife is still home to all- 
night party-goers, English pubs 
and and bacon-and-eggs break¬ 
fasts after a heavy night. 

But if all you want is peace, 
quiet and serenity in the ultimate 
tropical setting all year, it may be 
closer than you ever imagined.

THERE is nothing a builder likes more 
than to sell a home before it’s actually 
built, and that’s exactly what Hillreed is 
currently enjoying at Greenway, Kings 
Hill, near Maidstone.

South Thanet Labour member Dr 
Steve Ladyman said he was pleased 
about the extra help to tackle house 
repossession in Thanet. 

John Healey, minister for housing said 
Thanet is among 56 repossession hot 
spot areas in the UK being targeted for 
extra help. 

Dr Ladyman said: “I am delighted the 
minister has recognised the need for extra 
help for Thanet. Thousands of people have 
already been helped by the Government 
at this difficult time but there are still peo¬ 
ple in Thanet having trouble keeping up 
the mortgage and good, independent 
advice is vital for them.” 

Others areas in Kent to benefit are 
Dartford, Gravesham and Medway. 

Nearly 88,000 people have gone to 
www. direct .gov.uk/mortgagehelp since 
its launch in September, over 26,000 of 
whom have used it to develop personal 
action plans tailored to their individual 
circumstances.

What you should know 
about buying abroad 


KENT’S potential investors in 
overseas properties will do well to 
check out homes in France and 
Italy this year as two of the most 
stable markets. 

The National Association of Estate Agents 
International said that, as always, any 
potential profits to be made will be down to 
the strength of sterling. 

It said purchasers should look at what it 
called ‘less risk/ investments and in particu¬ 
lar towards the more stable markets such as 
France and Italy. 

But for the very best bargains, buyers 
should try Spain or Turkey, where the former 
has seen spectacular falls in property prices 
during the past 18 months. 

But the association predicts prices will 
remain stable in the first quarter of 2010, so 
purchasers should consider making cash 
offers by March to secure a bargain in any of 
these countries. 

And experts predict the balance of supply 
and demand will stabilise once house prices 
pick up and the pound strengthens against 
the euro. 

Linda Travella, spokeswoman on Italy at 
NAEA International said: “After a slow start 
to the year, the last quarter of2009 saw sales 
and interest returning to the international 
market, with Italy being considered a safer 
investment than many other markets 
around the world. 

“As always, the strength of the pound will

have a significant bearing on the quality and 
quantity of sales, and this year it looks to 
stay at the same strength. 

“Even though the UK appears to have fall¬ 
en behind other economies in the race out of 
recession and economic recovery, sterling has 
held pretty firm against the single European 
currency, trading two to three cents either 
side of 1.10 during the second half of last 
year. 

“For the first quarter of 2010 the number of 
international buyers is expected to remain 
low and therefore offers are more likely to be 
accepted making it a very good time to pur¬ 
chase an overseas property. 

“However by late spring, property prices 
are expected to increase by three to five per 
cent. Key areas to invest in include Tuscany, 
Le Marche and the Lakes of Maggiore and 
Garda, where good deals can be found if you 
buy sensibly.” 

And Des Rowson, spokesman on Spain, 
added: “It has seen a difficult 12 months on 
the sales front as buyers have been particu¬ 
larly reticent about purchasing during an 
economic downturn. 

“Bargains are available but remember, 
price reflects position and quality. 
Unfortunately the coming year will not 
change too much until we see the pound 
strengthening and clients accepting that the 
registered agents do know what purchasers 
are prepared to pay.” 


Top 10 tips for buying abroad

• Never sign a contract that you do not understand (for 
example - if it is in a foreign language). 

• Seek specialist advice from independent solicitors, architects 
and surveyors who know the country's laws. 

• Ensure you do not inherit a debt on the property before you 
purchase, which a solicitor should be able to check - some 
developers borrow money against the plot to raise finance. 

• Always give yourself a 'cooling off' period if you see a 
'must-have property' and are tempted to put down a deposit. 

• If you are arranging finance on the property, ensure in any 
contract and you have an 'opt-out clause' if a loan is not agreed. 

• Try to arrange your mortgage finance 'in principle', before 
agreeing to purchase the property or pay a deposit. 

• Arrange your mortgage in the currency that you earn in 
where possible, unless you'll receive rental in local currency. 

• Think about combining your cash with friends or family: it 
could bring a villa with pool within your financial reach. 

• Check with the estate agent or vendor that you are aware 
of the costs charged by the legal and government authori¬ 
ties for purchasing a property. Remember that bills do not 
end at the asking price 

• Open a bank account in your chosen country and ensure you 
get a Certificate of Importation for the money you bring in 
from your home country. Set up standing orders in a local bank 
account to meet bills and taxes. Failure in some countries will 
land you in court.

Mazda's lighter and lower' 
philosophy is looking good 


RATHER than opting for premium- 
price ‘eco’ models, Mazda has 
adopted a lighter and lower’ design 
philosophy across its mainstream 
range. 

The current Mazda2 supermini, Mazda6 
family/Mondeo class car and now the Mazda3 
family hatch have all had the ‘treatment’: better 
aerodynamics, weight-saving and reduced 
engine emissions and fuel consumption. 

This has delivered range-wide tax and eco- 
savings exemplified by the latest Mazda3 (priced 
from £14,730) and particularly the tax-beating 
1.6 TS2 five-door diesel tested here (£17,390). 

It can average more than 60mpg - without 
needing a six-speed gearbox - and also incurs 
the lowest payable road tax of £35 a year. 

And because a brand that markets itself with 
a ‘Zoom-Zoom’ label could not escape with 
anything less, it also handles well without 
detriment to the ride. 

Where some diesel hatchbacks can feel 
lumpy compared with their petrol sisters, the 
inherent lightness of the ‘3’ means the heftier 
diesel engine seems to make little difference to

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the nimbleness of the car. So, with a typically 
crisp Mazda gearshift and direct steering plus 
a more than adequate 109bhp under the 
bonnet, this is a company or private buy that is 
easy to live with in all situations. 

It cannot quite match the latest VW Golf for 
refinement, but is a more cost-effective option, 
to be judged more against the ubiquitous Ford 
Focus and latest Vauxhall Astra. 

It looks leaner and more muscular than its 
rather frumpy predecessor and the cabin 
echoes the impressive Mazda6 in layout, style 
and quality, though rear legroom is only 
average for the sector. 

Having driven most engines in the line-up 
now, test driving the well-equipped TS2 version 
of the ‘cooking’ diesel confirmed it as the ‘go to’ 
model for most buyers. By comparison, the 
105bhp 1.6-litre petrol needs a lot of gearshifting 
to make progress, though still a rewarding drive. 

For those who like the look of the ‘3’, but 
crave more thrills, Mazda has also just 
launched the MPS hot hatch version (£21,500). 

Arriving within months of the mainstream 
line-up this 257bhp turbocharged 2.3-litre petrol 
model can hit 62mph in just 6.1seconds and 
wears a bodykit to complement its good looks.

GILLS defender Simon King has cleared an 
important hurdle in his rehabilitation from a 
serious ankle injury but it is still far from 
certain whether the defender will play at all 
this season. 

The 26-year-old damaged ankle ligaments 
falling awkwardly in a pre-season friendly at 
Bromley last July. It needed surgery to 
correct the problem and although King came 
off the crutches in October, he only got the 
go-ahead from specialists to begin jogging 
last week. 

The centre-back’s programme began with 
only a few minutes light jogging on 
Thursday. After such a long time out, King 
admitted before the session he dreaded suf¬ 
fering a set-back. 

“It’s that nervous anxiety feeling where I’ve 
never been so scared but also I’ve been look¬ 
ing forward to this day for months,” he said. 

King is on course with his recovery, but 
must still take his rehabilitation on a day-by- 
day basis. Although there are three months 
of the season still to play, there is no guaran¬ 
tee of recovering match fitness in time to 
make a first-team return. 

He said: “I think realistically a lot of people 
say I won’t play again this season, but obvi¬ 
ously I’m ambitious and I’d love to play some 
part. A couple of months from now we’ve got 
some tough games and if we’re in a relega¬ 
tion battle - hopefully we’re not - you never

know the gaffer might not want to put me in 
there. Ideally for me it would be nice if we 
had eased away from it and had nothing to 
play for, then he might stick me in and get a 
few minutes.”
